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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Shiiki teaches an alternative to use of CMP (SOG followed by etchback). Simply because Shiiki discloses a 
different way to level the surface doesn't mean the stated motivation for the combination is invalid. The point of the 103 rejection was to 
eliminate the need for any subsequent leveling step. CMP was simply cited as an example. Applicant further argues "According to Shiiki, 
the 100-500 angstrom resistive film has a region in which an error output by the ladder circuit or the pair property deteriorates (5%-17% 
pair dispersion". It is unclear where Applicant found this data regarding the pair dispersion, since Shiiki does not mention pair dispersion. 
Furthermore has not demonstrated how the claimed width range results in the allegedly superior characteristic, nor has Applicant 
demonstrated that the superior results were unexpected. 
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
